One ran an eighth of a mile 
across a plowed field , try ing to loose 
herself from a bu rning sk irt.

Besid es sev en teachers, fou r em ­ 
ploy es of the Pennsy lv ania are d ead . 
The fire mad e su ch thorou gh work 
that it is impossible for the su rgeons 
to tell w hether the fragm ents fou nd 
are the remains of men or women. 
The Easton hospital has ten patients 
u nd er its care. 
Three of these are in 
a d angerou s cond ition. All of the su r­ 
v iv ors sav e the inju red in the hospi­ 
tals and a d ozen teachers who rem ain­ 
ed here to be near their friend s, were 
sent home by the Pennsy lv ania rail­ 
road . 
Many of those who went back 
to Utica carried inju ries, some of them 
seriou s: bu t they were able to trav el 
and preferred to get home as qu ick ly 
as possible. 
With the bu rning cars eight miles 
away from Easton in a d ifficu lt cou n­ 
try and separated from the highway s 
to Easton by the Delaware riv er, a 
situ ation was presented th at cau sed 
confu sing and contrad ictory reports. 
The Pennsy lv ania officials were u n­ 
willing or u nable to fu rnish informa­ 
tion to relativ es 
or friend s of the 
teachers. 
As late as 9 o’clock Satu r­ 
d ay night, six hou rs after the wreck 
Utica believ ed that at least 100 of her 
teachers were 
d ead in the wreck . 
People in Utica were frantic for news 
and cou ld not get it. 
Telegrams were 
sent to Easton and Phillipsbu rg that 
nev er reached the people they wpre 
d ispatched to. 
So the may or of Utica 
sent his secretary , Mr. Day , to get the 
facts. 
Among other 
things, 
Utica 
wanted to k now who was to blame. 
A fter inv estigating, Mr. Day said that 
he wou ld report that the cau se of the 
d isaster was a track too weak to stand 
the strain of a heav y train ru shing 
along at fifty miles an hou r. 
He had 
learned that the road bed was too poor­ 
ly ballasted ; that m any of the ties 
were d ecay ed and cru mbling; that the 
rails were old . 
There was no d ou bt, 
he thou ght tf.at the accid ent was the 
resu lt of spread ing rails. 
The teach­ 
ers’ special, sweeping arou nd a wid e 
cu rv e, snatched a thou sand feet of the 
west rail clean from the track and 
hu rled sections of it into the scraggly 
oak s that line the Delaware riv er. 
Of the fiv e coaches, the lead ing one 
was an old -fashioned wood en combina­ 
tion sm ok er and baggage car. 
The 
nex t three were wood en chair cars. 
The fifth coach was a d ining car.

of them were lighted by acety lene 
gas, confSlned in tank s carried u nd er­

bu rst.

Indianapolis, May 1.—Samu el Gom­ 
pers, president of the American Fed­ 
eration of Labqr, was in conferenc 
with the heads of labor organizations 
for five hou rs here Su nday, and eyer 
detail of the McNamara case was gone 
over carefu lly and discu ssed pro and 
con. 
The meeting was held in the 
offices of the Carpenters’ and Joiners' 
bu ilding cn East Michigan street, and 
was behind closed doors. 
Gompers ex pressed his belief in the 
Innocence of McNamara and said with 
emphasis that it was the du ty of or­ 
ganized labor to stand by the accu sed j 
and see that all of them were accord- 
a fair trial. 
To this end he favored 
raising a su m of money enou gh to de­ 
fray all needed ex penses and for the 
employment of the best legal talent 
that the cou ntry afforded. All present 
agreed that the best wav to provide 
for this ex pense was to levy a special 
assessment, bu t Gompers said that it 
wou ld be better to leave these details 
to the ex ecu tive cou ncil, that the plan 
might be worked ou t systematically. 
He was confident, thou gh, that the re­ 
sponses wou ld leave nothing wanting 
in the wmy of money. What is raised, 
it was agreed, wou ld also be u sed to 
prosecu te the alleged kidnappers of 
McNamara. 
Detective W. J. Bu rns is here, bu t 
Is reticent.

Lcgansport, Ind., May 1.—Indignant 
farmers from Deer Creek township 
stormed abou t the au ditor’s office and 
vowed political death to Cou nty Attor­ 
ney Gu thrie for his interpretation of 
the acts of 1911 relating to the statu te 
providing a bou nty for killing crows. 
Otto Cook, a farmer living near You ng 
America, headed the qu intet of crow 
hu nters that filed into the cou nty au ­ 
ditor’s office and laid u pon the cou nter 
the heads of twenty-five crows. 
He 
demanded the bou nty of 10 cents a 
head provided by law. 
Au ditor Wal­ 
lace consu lted Cou nty Attorney Gu th­ 
rie, who instru cted him to refu se the 
bou nty on the grou nds that the statu te 
is optional. Gu thrie declares the law 
specified the commissioners and cou n­ 
ty cou ncil “may” appropriate a fu nd to 
pay the bou nty, bu t are not compelled 
to.

St. Lou is, May 1.—On the day J. J. 
McNamara, now in jail in Los An­ 
geles, Cal., in connection with the 
blowing u p of the Times bu ilding 
there last winter comes to trial, a 
general strike of every laboring man 
in the United States is to be called 
as labor’s protest against the alleged 
“kidnapping” of McNamara, according 
to a circu lar prepared by the Indu s­ 
trial Workers of the World, an or­ 
ganization 
controlling 50,000 
men. 
This circu lar, which will be sent all 
over the United States in a few days, 
was read here Su nday afternoon by 
William D. Haywood to a mass meet­ 
ing of 1,000 Socialist« and labor u nion­ 
ists who packed Aschenbroedal hall to 
hear Haywood, who five years ago, 
with Moyer and Pettibone, was “kid­ 
napped” in Denver and ru shed by spe­ 
cial train to Boise City, Idaho, on a 
similar charge to that which McNa­ 
mara mu st face. 
According to Ilayw'ood’s plan as 
ou tlined in the circu lar and for which 
he stands sponsor, the Socialists are 
ex pected to organize the workers ou t­ 
side the labor u nions and persu ade 
them to qu it their jobs on the day Mc­ 
Namara comes to trial, while the u n­ 
ion men arty, ex pected to join in the 
movement.
